He is also Accused of bilking 
ther women he met through his" 
onely hearts club in 1949 and 1950. 
The indictment also accused the 
tocky, bespectacled Bryant of 
misrepresenting: himself as on- 
married and seeking a wife. 


Generally, he 
is accused of 


chemlng to defraud "that class of 
jersons who were desirous of cor- 
expending with and becoming ac- 


quainted with a man for the pur- 
pose of entering into a matrimoni- 
al relationship."

Hi« "C. E. Bryant-Friendship 


Club." the indictment, states, was 
in operation from before Nov. j, 
1949 to April }2, 1950.. 


Bryant's attorney. Walter Sim- 


hauser. Mid his client's defense 
was that*his transactions were 
legitimate business operation! un- 
dertaken without any Intention to 
defraud. He said Bryant asserts 
he borrowed money, gave a note 
and Intends to, pay .the amount 
back.

Jenkins also had asked whether 


Stevens ever, heard that Schine 
while at Ft. Dixj N.' J., "almost 
nvariably rode in the cab of the 
truck" while other soldiers were 
packed in the truck "like cattle or 
sheep." 


"I never heard that," Stevens 


replied.

When McCarthy protested. Jen- 


kins said he had no knowledge as 
to the truth or falsity of the ques- 
tions he asked. 


Demanded Report 


McCarthy said alleged favors to 


Schine while he was taking basic 
training at Ft. Dix had been in- 
vestigated by the inspector gen- 
eral of the army. He demanded 
that the report be put into evi- 
dence. 


McCarthy c o m p l a i n e d that 


Schine was being "smeared" by 
Jenkins' question* by asking Stev- 
ens "have you learned this" or 
"have you learned that."

in to say that Schine would be 
called as a w i t n e s s "in due 
course."

Russia Asks 
Evacuation 
Of Wounded 


Suggests Participants 
Of War Be Invited 
To Geneva Parley 


GENEVA (£>)—Russia pro- 


posed today an immediate 
meeting of representatives of 
French Union forces and the 
Communist-led yietminh to 
discuss evacuation of wound- 
ed from Dien Bien Phu, the 
besieged French 
stronghold 


in northwest Indochina. 


It also suggested that leaders of 


the Vietminh. who have fought the 
French (or more than seven years, 
be invited' to 'participate in the 
Geneva debate on peace in Indo- 
china—along with representatives 
of 
the United 
States, Britain, 


France. Russia, Red China and'the 
three associated states of Indo- 
china—Viet Nam. Laos and-Cam- 
bod la. With the exception of the 
Vietminh, the French have pro- 
posed the same lyrt. 


Private Meeting 


Soviet Foreign Minister V. M. 


Molotov advanced the proposal at 
a private meeting with French 
Foreign Minister Georges Bidault, 
their second in as many days at 
the Geneva conference. 


Bidault had asked that the evac- 


uation of "hundreds and hundreds" 
of wounded-from Dien Blcn Phu 
be agreed before deciding on the 
nations which will participate in 
talks here on peace in Indochina. 


The wounded are under treat- 


ment in dugout shelters of the In- 
dochina fortress. Vietminh guns 
block French planes from landing 
there. The rebels have denied a 
request from the, garrison com- 
mander, Brig. Gen. Christian d» 
Castries, for a brief truce to per- 
mit evacuation of the wounded.' 


Oilier Development* 


The Soviet proposal came amid 


these o t h e r 
developments in 


Geneva and abroad bearing on the 
Asian parley: 


J. Secretary of State Dulles re- 


jected North Korea's' proposal for 
unification elections, snying it was 
n scheme "designed to destroy the 
authority of the existing (Seoul) 
government and to replace it by 
a Communist puppet regime." H» 
called for general elections under 
United Nations supervision. 


2. In Seoul, a spokesman for 


President Syngman Rhec's govern- 
ment termed the North Korean 
plan, advanced Tuesday by For- 
eign Minister Nam II, a trap and 
"completely unacceptable." 


3. Diplomatic informants in Lon- 


don said the United States is urg- 
ing its Western allies publicly to 
pledge help quickly for France in 
resisting Communist 
aggression. 


However, ns outlined there would 
be no direct ultimatunj to Red Chi- 
na. Britain and France have op- 
posed an ultimatum. 


Seek "Freeze" 


4. A reliable source said the 


United States. Britain and France 
have agreed there can be no cease 
fire in Indochina without safe- 
guards to insure that the military 
situation remains frozen during'ne- 
gotlations for a political settle- 
ment. 


This source said there was no 


inclination on the part of either 
the British or the French to agree 
to a cease-fire without some ma- 
chinery for guaranteeing the pres- 
ent lines. 


Both the French and British pre- 


viously had been reported anxious 
for a halt to the fighting, even if 
it entailed some risk. The United 
States was reported insisting on 
safeguards to protect the French 
military positions.

Speaking of conserving our re- 


sources, another method of conser- 
vation is by planting a windbreak. 
"A windbreak could save hundreds 
of dollars annually in feed and fuel 
costs by protecting the farmstead 
from cold winter winds." This 
statement was made by Gordon 
Cunningham, 
extension, forester 


from the University of Illinois, at 
recent windbreak planting demon- 
strations held 
at 
the Eugene 


Wilkinson farm near Creston and 
the Donald Stukenberg farm near 
Forreston. 


Cunningham directed the plant- 


ing of Douglas fir trees to start a 
new windbreak at these farms, con- 


ing legumes when they are still 
wet with dew or rain. Bloat takes 
a senous toll of farm animals at 
this time of year. 


Some of the things that you can 


do to prevent losses from bloat 
are: (l) Keep your animals off 
pastures that are still wet from 
dew or rain. (2) Gradually in- 
crease the time that cattle are on 
pasture. Start with about one hour 
the first day. (3) Don't put your 
cattle on pasture while they are 
hungry. Feed them some well- 
cured hay or dry straw first. (4) 
If you have had trouble from bloat, 
wait until the legumes In your pas- 
ture have stopped growing and 
have bloomed before you turn cat- 
tle in. (5) Use a pasture mixture 
of half grass and half legumes. 


sistmg of three rows of trees 
spaced l-l feet apart m and be- 
tween the rows according to uni- 
versity recommendations. Many 
Ogle county farm families stopped 
at the farms in the course of the 
demonstration and learned that an 
efficient windbreak requires dense- 
ly foliagcd trees that retain their 
leaves through the winter when pro- 
tection is needed and that grow at 
satisfactory rates. Both Douglas 
fir and Norway sjmice meet these 
requirements.

Face Two Fresh Problems

MINNEAPOLIS IB — The milk 


and butter boys — long beset by 
housewives irate over prices and 
taxpayers disgusted over surplus-- 
es—say today they face two fresh 
troubles: 


1. Prices are slipping at whole- 


sale, even below the new and low- 
er support levels set this month 
by the government — while the 
'dairy farmers' costs stay high and 
pinch the profit margin. And now 
Uncle Sam is talking about selling 
his surplus butter at a loss, to 
bring the retail price down to 
about 45 cents a pound. 


2.-Sparse rain'over much of the 


dairy area has tended to holdback 
the grass. The cows, perhaps tired 
of winter fare, aren't giving as 
they .should on the eve of the in- 
dustry's traditionally lushest sea- 
son for milk, butter and cheese 
production.

Less Per Cow 


The dairymen may be getting 


less per cow and also getting less 
per quart. 


Creamerymen add that the pos- 


sible drop in output per cow sup- 
posing the rains don't keep pas- 
tures up to taste in the next two

months won't bolster, prices much 
because in many cases'herds are 
larger this year, making up for 
any holding back by bossy. And 
anyway the huge store of milk 
products-bought up by the govern- 
ment to sustain prices will hang 
over the market. 


If the result is lower dairy in- 


comes, It will be sad for the farm- 
er, who contends he can't get along 
on less than he now makes, but 
also sad for the manufacturers 
who supply him and the merchants 
in the -nearby towns. 


More Dairy Products 


Since the "dairy industry has 


been producing more milk, cheese 
and butter than consumers will 
buy at the prices the government 
set, why don't the farmers cut 
their, herds, especially, now that 
the support price is down? 


Foes of the price support policy 


contend it's because the dairy 
farmer is still "just producing 
milk and butter to sell Uncle 
Sam."

When the nation's'founding fathers established freedom of the press, 


how far did they intend that freedom to go? 


Where, if any place, did they intend to draw the line on press cov- 


erage—and thus public knowledge—of the functions of the courts, public 
officials and public agencies? 


The press has long battled to protect the public's interest in public 


matters—especially to insure that it is fully informed on all such 
activities. 


A survey of the nation shows that considerable recent progress in 


this respect has been made. Some notable efforts have been lost, too. 
But the fight goes on. 


The press' fight for full access to the news has led to various inter- 


pretations in the past few months. 


A major case centered around oleo heir Minot F. Mickey Jelke, 


who was convicted in New York on vice charges relating to compulsory 
prostitution. 


Judge Francis L. Valente of the General Sessions court barred the 


press and public from the courtroom during presentation of the state's 
case against Jelke. 
v 
. The judge said he felt that lurid testimony of admitted call girls 


might endanger public morals, and that under law he had the power to 
close the court. 
• 
»,, 


New York newspapers and two press services protested the ban, 


to no avail. 


They then appealed to the state supreme court which refused to 


nullify Judge Valente's action. 


Continuing the battle, the press group took its case to the Appellate 


division of the state Supreme court. The court pondered the matter, 
and in the meantime the Jelke trial proceeded to its conclusion. 


Finally, in a 3-2 decision, the Appellate court sidestepped any de- 


cision as to whether press and public were lawfully barred from the 
trial. 


The majority opinion said "freedom of the press is not involved," 


and that the press lacked "the right to institute this proceeding." 


It added that Jelke himself was the proper person to appeal if he 


felt that Valente's order Interfered with his right to a fair trial. 


The minority of the court said in an opinion that the trial should 


have been kept open. 


It said the public had a historic right to know what was taking place 


in the courtroom. 


Jelke eventually was sentenced to a three to six-year term, and 


appealed on the grounds that he was not given a public trial. 


As yet, there has been no decision by the Court of Appeals. 
Any question as to whether public boards and commissions should 


b« open to press and public waa settled in Ohio last year by the legis- 
lature itself. 
. 
' 


The legislature passed a law requiring that all such state groups 


—there are more than 100 of them—hold open meetings with the ex- 
ception of the pardon and parole commission. 


The latter can have closed meetings when interviewing prisoners 


at penal institutions. 
' 


Meanwhile, the Columbus city council also approved an ordinance 


making public all meetings of municipal boards and commissions'. 


In Arkansas, the last legislature also passed a bill requiring all 


public board meetings to be open—but left a loophole. 


Reports from other areas: 
New Jersey—The state Supreme Court requested newsmen to delay 


reporting hearings in disciplinary cases brought against lawyers. 


Chief-Justice Arthur T. Vanderbilt said that "when stories about 


the alleged wrongdoings of these attorneys are carried in the press and 
they are later acquitted, they are done irreparable harm." 


He asked the press to carry no details until the cases were decided, 
•

The New Jersey public information committee, made up of press, 


broadcasters' and photographers' associations, asked the chief justice 
for clarification of the matter. The committee, headed by Hugh Boyd, 
general manager of the New Brunswick Home News, also took it up 
with the governor. 
i 


A few days later, the court's request was withdrawn. The chief 


justice gave no explanation except to say that there had been "no unani 
mity" on his request.

Illinois—The budgetary commission of the state legislature on March 


8 agreed to open its hearings to newsmen after A fight led by the Free- 
dom of Information committee of the Associated Press newspapers in 
Illinois. 


The committee also plans a clinic at Springfield on May n. with 


the governor and other state officials participating with newspaper, 
radio and TV representatives. 


Discussions will Include the rights of access to state offices, legis- 


lative hearings, legislative sessions and the courts. 


New Hampshire—The Claremont Daily Eagle won at least a partial 


victory in a long'battle over access to records of closed door executive 
sessions of the school board. The closed meetings followed the regular, 
open sessions.

The state's attorney general finally ruled that the board could hold 


closed sessions, but that any decisions reached must be made known 
to the press. 


Massachusetts—Considerable progress has been reported in a drive 


to institute the open door policy for municipal and state governinc 
groups, despite failure of state legislation.

NEW YORK—The Savannah Morning News, which has seemed to 


regard me as a credit to our noble profession, nevertheless took me to 
the wood-shed last week In nn editorial on the subject of the American 
press. I am not a journalist of the other-liandcd school. I hold that 
the only side of any question that a newspaper should present is that 
It honestly deems to be the right side. I hold, too, 
of course, that the editor should define his terms and 
support his contentions with Information, but I de- 
spise that school which argues, as a considerable 
number of editors do, that it owes its readers a duty 
to present the political contentions of a party and 
its partisans which plainly flout the letter and spirit 
of the Constitution. All phases of social security nnd 
most phases of unionism, including the labor^rcla- 
tlons board and the Taft-Hartley law, fall within this 
group. 


I admit that the Savannah News was right in 


scolding me for "carping in far' too general terms" and I invite your 
attention to a going-over which presents some new thoughts of one Of 
the most important public issues of the day. 


The News says it considers some of my remarks to have been un- 


kind and unfair. I agree that, as to many papers, including this one, 
that is a valid criticism and I beg pardon. However, the ensuing thought 
that I "excoriate the profession which furnishes him a pood living" 
seems weak because the press, as an institution, falls within the critical 
purview of the press itself._ To keep a still tongue out of gratitude for a 
good living is not morally admirable, although it certainly is good 
manners. 


"Contrary to his usual practice 


of fully documenting his charges, 
Mr. Pegler cites only a couple of 
specific instances 
in which he 


claims the press has erred." the 
editorial continues. "One is publi 
cation by the Henry Luce interests 
of news matter which is obviously 
editorialized upon to a great de 
grce.- Another was the action, of the 
ate William Randolph Hearst in 
throwing the Democratic party r 
initiation to Franklin Roosevelt in 
1932. Such are blows which It ,is

Science Hasn't Yet Revealed 
Cause of Mongoloid Children

"I have a mongoloid baby, but 


have missed reading your remarks 
on this condition" writes an anxi- 
ous mother. 
v 


Although, as the writer said, I 


have had columns on mongoloid 
children before, this is a subject 
of continuing interest and does de- 
serve discussion from time to time. 


The birth of a mongoloid child 


comes wholly unexpectedly, and is 
naturally a terrible shock to par- 
ents, relatives and friends. This is 
a condition of delayed mental de- 
velopment, associated also with 
physical differences from normal. 


• • » 


IX A MONGOLOID infant the 


skull is small and round, the eye- 
slits narrow and tilted. The cheeks 
are characteristically cherry red, 
the hair is coarse, the tongue tends 
to protrude, the teeth come in late, 
and the nose is' stubby and de- 
pressed. 


These phyiscal signs are re- 


sponsible for the name because of 
the supposed resemblance of such 
an infant to the far-eastern race 
known as Mongols. 


Innumerable possible c a u s e s 


have been investigated, and most 
of them have 
been 
discarded. 


About the only thing which seems 
certain is that on the average, that 
is statistically, older mothers have 
a somewhat greater chance of 


bearing a mongoloid child than 
young mothers. 


* * * 


EVEN THIS, howeverf does no;: 


mean that the vast majority of, 
children of older mothers will not 
be perfectly normal. 


One thing 
is sure: Parents 


should not blame themselves if 
they have a mongoloid child, neith- 
er should they feel that the obste- 
trician, the diet, or any other 
known factor is responsible for this 
tragic event., 


The diagnosis of mongolism can 


be made at or shortly after birth. 
Since mental 'development' will 
never proceed very far, most doc- 
tors recommend that a mongoloid 
infant should be separated from 
the parents just as soon as possible 
and cared for in an institution! 
• • •' 


NATURALLY, this is a difficult 


thing to contemplae, but it seems 
much better both from the stand- 
point of the parents, and. particu- 
larly from that of other chifdren 
in the family who are likely to be 
perfectly normal. 


Prospective mothers should not 


worry about this too much. There 
is only about one chance in a 
thousand that any child will be 
mongoloid. 


Even if one has had one mon- 


goloid child, the chances are still 
19 or 20 to one that subsequent 
children will be normal.

'Usefulness Impaired,' Though, 
Says Panel in Germ War Charges 


WASHINGTON Wl — The mili- 


tary future of Col. Frank H, 
Schwable was shrouded in uncer- 
tainty today even though his su- 
periors had decided not to try the 
bemedaled flying Marine foreign- 
injf * false germ warfare confes- 
sion while a prisoner of the Reds 
in Korea. 


The Marine Corps Tuesday an- 


'nounce'd the findings of a special 
court of three generals and an ad- 
miral .which sat for a month, con- 
sidering the case of the 45-year- 
old colonel who has 23 years of 
service and a World War II com- 
bat record behind him. The panel 
said Schwable's conduct was "ex- 
cusable on the ground that it was 
the result of mental torture." 


• The 
court's 
recommendations 


were reviewed and approved by 
Gen. Lemuel C. Shepherd. Marine 
Corps commandant, Secretary of 
the Navy Anderson and Secretary 
-of Defense Wilson. 


Sifts Evidence 


The special panel did not sit as 


a court-martial. Rather, it was 
convened to sift the evidence and 
decide whether Schwable, the high- 
est ranking Marine captured in the 
Korean War. should be formally 
tried for making the confession 
that he immediately repudiated 
when freed after 14 months of cap- 
tivity. 


Its recommendations could set 


a precedent for the handling of 
one other Marine and 33 Air Force 
pilots who made ilmilar confes- 
sions while in Communist hands. 
The Reds made propaganda use of 
these confessions in an effort to 
prove to the world that the U. N. 
forces used germ weapons against 
the Chinese and North Koreans. 


During his month-long hearing 


that ended March 15, Schwable de- 
tailed in graphic terms the physi- 
cal degradation and mental torture 
to which the Reds submitted him 
before he broke and signed the 
confession. But he Insisted that he 
pave the Communists no military 
Information of value. 


t7*eftilne»i« Impaired 


In reviewing the court's findings. 


Shepherd and Anderson said they 
felt Schwable's "military useful- 


ness has been seriously impaired.' 


And Shepherd.termed Schwable'! 


confession — even though under 
great stress'— a "severe blow to 
the national Interest by one whose 
sole motivation should have been 
to foster and preserve It." 


As a consequence, said the Ma 


rine commandant, Schwable's fu 
ture duties would have to be those 
tasks "making minimum demands 
upon the elements of unblemished 
personal example and leadership.' 


The court found that Schwable 


violated Navy regulations by giv- 
ing the enemy more than his name 
rank and serial number. It held 
also 
that 
his 
false 
confession 


"brought discredit upon the United 
States" and gave "aid and com- 
fort to the enemy." 


But it recommended against a 


formal court-martial on the ground 
that he resisted to the limit of hi.« 
ability a "diabolical method of tor- 
ture which combines degradation, 
deprivation and mental harass- 
ment, and which is aimed at the 
destruction of the individual's will 
to resist."

of the agreement, which would put 
the settlement into effect, until she 
had more time to s^udy it. 


The Moslem prince, son of the

Summoned by the Senate Bank-

Bovard, suspended FHA general 
counsel; Howard M. Murphy, re- 
signed associate counsel; and Wal- 
ter Greene, who ret'.red" last week 
as deputy FHA commissioner. 


Meanwhile, the Justice Depart- 


ment had before it a demand' by 
Sen. Byrd (D-Va) that it start "im- 
mediate legal proceedings" against 
a fourth ousted FHA official- 
Clyde L. Powell, former assistant 
FHA commissioner for rental hous- 
ing. 


Reveals Letter 


Byrd made public Tuesday a 


letter he sent to Atty. Gen. Brown- 
ell describing Powell as "the key 
official" 
allegedly 
involved 
in 


"overvaluations of properties . . . 
resulting in windfalls (to apart- 
ment builders) to the extent of 100 
million dollars or more." 


The Virginia senator said that 


"it was Mr. Powell whose losses 
in gambling first attracted the at- 
tention of the FBI" and led to 
an investigation of FHA loan-guar- 
antee activities. 


This was the first public iden- 


tification of an FHA official whose 
reported gambling loses of up to 
$5.000 in a single night had been 
publicized before. 


Powell invoked his constitutional 


privilege against self-incrimination 
last week in refusing to answer 
questions put to him by Banking 
Committee members. 


No Comment 


Powell's lawyer said the former 


FHA official would have no imme- 
diate comment on Byrd's letter. 
There was no reaction from the 
Justice Department. 


Powell resigned his FHA post 


earlier this year, before the scan- 
dal broke into the open. Housing 
chief Albert M. Cole, who has jur- 
isdiction over FHA, later 
an- 


nounced that acceptance of Po- 
well's resignation had been sus- 
pended— an action Powell vehe- 
mently challenged. FHA said Tues- 
day its files now list Powell as 
removed from the agency "with 
prejudice."

smile at them, pat them on their 
little backs, and tell them what a 
great job they're doing for the 
country.

Catering: to babies is now a five 


million dollar a year business.- In 
1953 some 3,890.000 babies arrived 
here, 70,000 more than the year 
before, and the production lines 
are still going full blast. No wonder 
that, even in as small a country 
as Holland, it is against the law 
to shoot storks. 


He Benefits 


Typical of the businessmen who 


have benefited from the nation's 
rising infant crop is Jack Turk, 
who manufacturers baby garments. 
Before the baby boom started, 
Turk had 12 employes and made 
only blankets. Now he has 300 em- 
ployes in three factories that turn 
out 75 specialized products for 
babies. 


"Babies come into the world 


bare of any inventory." said Turk 
contentedly. "They need a lot of 
things right away. 


"As a matter of fact, babies are 


customers even before they are 
born. 
The average parents now 


spend $50 for a layette in advance 
of birth." 


The old tradition of "pink for 


the girl and blue for the boy" no 
longer holds true. The favorite 
colors now are mint, maize and 
white. 


Safe, Comfortable 


"The trend now is to make items 


for babies that ars safer, more 
comfortable, and more colorful." 
Turk said. "We are finding that 
color is an important factor in 
satisfying the psychological and 
emotional needs of the infant." 


This has resulted in such innova- 


tions as plastic nursing bottles that 
won't shatter, 
folding carriages 


that take up less space, and re- 
movable diapers. Turk himself has 
pioneered with acetate fiber (in- 
tercel) garments for babies allergic 
to wool, and a blanket with sliding 
rings that can he attached to crib 
plats 
to prevent 
babies 
from 


•mothering.

Asks Raise 
For Postal 
Employes 


WASHINGTON W> — Postmaster 


General Summerficld asked Con- 
gress Tuesday to raise the salaries 
of postal employes by 80 million 
dollars a year. 
- Summerfield, testifying before 
the-Senate Post Office Committee, 
said there are "serious inequities" 
in the present salary scales which 
must be corrected if the depart- 
ment is to'function properly. The 
adjustments 
which Summerfield 


proposed would result in increases 
for more than 400,000 of the 500.000 
postal field service employes, and 
would not result in lower salaries 
for anyone, Summerfield said. 


He added that starting rales 


would in general be increased 
sharply. The time required for 
most employes to advance from 
the minimum to the maximum 
salary rates for their jobs would 
be reduced two years. 


Summerfield said fourth class 


postmasters and rural carriers are 
excluded from the immediate pro- 
gram. He said the department is 
continuing a study of their pay, 
and they could be added to the 
plan later under a program yet to 
be developed. 


Summerfield urged that Congress 


reject a number of bills it is now 
considering, proposing flat across- 
the-board increases ranging from 
$100 to $1,100 a year.
